1. Claims 1-7, and 11-16 have been canceled. Claims 8, 17, 18 and 19 have been amended 
for further examination. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 8- 1 0, and 1 7- 1 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: No 
prior art of record discloses a postal mailer comprising: a post card with a panel and having 
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calling card stiffness; a postage positioning area; a front surface left top section being rectangular 
including an addressor name, address and communication indicia; a front surface central, left and 
right bottom sections having forwarding address information; back surface right top section 
rectangular and coextensive and cooperating with the front surface left top section to form a 
removable calling card; the removable calling card having two connected outside edges and two 
inside perforated edges; the back surface left top, left bottom, right bottom and central sections 
having a locator map which includes addressor, landmarks and street indicia; the post card being 
a bi-fold with a second panel, wherein the second panel overlaps the first panel; the front surface 
of the second panel includes a portion of the map indicia extending from the first panel; and 
including all of the other limitations of the independent claim. 

The Long reference is the closest reference to disclose a postal mailer, which is similar to 
applicant's invention. However, Long does not disclose wherein the second panel's front surface 
includes a portion of a map indicia extending from a first panel, and including a return address 
indicia on the back surface top right section.
